Lord Halsbury, leader of the extrem 
ists, threatened a tight if the house of 
commons rejects the amendments. 
The future of the measure may be 
predicted with 
reasonable certainty. 
Prem ier Asquith in the commons on 
Monday will move the rejection of , 
the lords’ amendments en bloe.

done the prime m inister will announce 
that if the lords persist there will tie 
no course open for him but to tender \ 
the king certain advice which will in­ 
sure the passage of the hill.

Washington. Ju ly 21— The Unite*! 
States Steel corporation, in obtaining 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron company 
and its Southern ore lands, "cinched” 
Its monopoly of the ores of the Am eri­ 
can continent and tied up available 
fields for Independent concerns, de­ 
clared Chairman Stanley of the house 
et eel trust investigating committee at 
the hearing. 
Mr. Stanley made the surprising ad­ 
mission that he had discovered from 
his own investigation H ut the United 
States Steel corporation has no mo­ 
nopoly of ** king coal, but. addressing 
his remarks particularly to Richard 
A. Linbury, counsel for th** steel * or- 
poratlon, he said that if lie could say 
the same of the ore and transportation 
facilities controlled by tho trust he 
would frankly do so. 
The committee ineffectually sought 
light from Herbert Knox Smith, com­ 
missioner of corporations, whose bu­ 
reau has been investigating the steel 
corporation since 1906 ami has made 
public only a {Tart of Its report 
The 
commissioner, standing on the attor­ 
ney general’s interpretation of the law 
that no information could be made 
public without the president’s author­ 
ity, flatly refused to give the commit­ 
tee facts contained in a rejvort not. yet 
completed, 
relating 
particularly 
to 
cost sheets furnished by the steel cor- 
jMjration. 
He agreed that when the 
report is ready he would urge the 
! president to make It public as soon 
as possible. 


Reads Judge Gary's Speech. 


Chairman Stanley read a speech of 
Judge Elbert H. Gary, chairm an of the 
board of directors of the steel corpo­ 
ration, made to the board at a meet­ 
ing in 1906 relating to the govern­ 
ment’s investigation.
